!Tc sovereign State can alley shies sailin/r under its 
flag to be hcltad -~nd searched by anather State and impeded 
in the pursuit of their course. Usurpation of such a right 
by the United States can, therefore only le^d to unpredictable 
international conflicts* The declaration cf a naval blockade 
and the decision of the Government cf the United States to 
search cargoes carried by ships of third States bound for C; 
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constitutes open interference into the internal affairs of 
those third States. 
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The imposition cf blockade on Cuba is the grossest 
cynic al mockery cf 2 11 principles of humanity to which 
the United States likes tc pay Pharisaic lip-service: 
it is a measure devised tc plunge the Cuban people back 
into the serfdom cf American monopolies and tc frighten 
all nations trying to complete the liquidation of 
colonialism and secure free and independent life.
